COL. KNOX ON LOSSES 
IN. ATLANTIC

“The time to use our Navy to clear 
the Atlantic of the German menace is 
at hand—now is the time to strike,” 
declared Colonel Knox, Secretary of 
the Navy, to the Conference of State 
Governors here to-night. 

Contending that Russia could hold 
Germany ‘‘for vital months in this 
crucial year,” Colonel Knox said: 
““For the first time since Hitler loosed 
the dogs of war on the world we are 
provided with a God-given chance to 
determine the outcome of this world- 
wide gtruggle. Now is the time to put 
in motion the huge machine we have 
been building since the war began. 
We can ensure beyond a shadow of 
doubt the defeat of that pagan force, 
and ensure victory for Christian 
civilisation. 

“I would be derelict if I did not add 
that all of this involves risk and 
danger. It may involve sacrifice to 
the extreme. America must wake up 
pot alone to its dangers—and the 
dangers are real and fearsome—but to 
the realities of the sacrifice demanded. 
We must, if need be, match with 
American tears, American toil, Ameri- 
can sweat, American blood, the toil, 
tears, sweat and blood which ®3ritain 
has gallantly spent to hold in check 
the devastating spread of the Nazi 
power throughout the civilised world.’ 
He urged the use of the United 
States Navy to clear the Atlantic: for 
the delivery of war materia!s to 
Britain while “Hitler has turned his 
back upon us.” 


TWO MILLION TONS 
LOST IN FIVE MONTHS 


The continuance of shipping losses 
at the present rate must bring victory 
and world domination to Hitler, 
Colonel Knox said. There were 
2,198,000 tons of shipping sunk in the 
first five months of the vyear—an 
annual rate of loss of 5,275,000 tons— 
together with essential cargoes of war 
supplies. 

“The actual delivery of our aid 1s 
part of our pledge. Now is the time 
to fulfil that pledge. To show how 
vital it is that we shall make the 
Atlantic crossing safe, which we must 
and can do, let me cite the figures of 
losses by sinking in the last five 
months ending 31, 1941:—January, 
309,731 tons; February, 359,833 tons; 
March, 505,750 tone: April, 581,251 
tons, and May, 451,428 rons. 

“To emphasise what such losses 
mean let me cite one ship recently 
sunk which carried 1,000 machine- 
guns 2nd 1.599 005 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, and another one within the last 
few days carrying an equally valuable 
cargo, which included a huge amount 
of high explosives.

Daring the Great War of 1914-18 he 
organised concerts in the United States 
and elsewhere in aid of its sufferers in 
Poland. When peace came in 1918 he 
threw himself with untiring zeal and

the country. When, i in 1910 he saw 
the re-born Poland emerge, a grateful

a time, however, there were -differences 
with Marshal Pilsudski and Paderewski 
relinquished office, and in 1920, 
Paderewski returned to his beloved 
music. For ten years he was estranged 
from his country’s leaders, and, being 
a poor man, he set, about the task of 
building up a fortune anew. He toured 
America again in 1923, and was almost 
as popular as of yore. Hs work for 
charitable causes did mot cease, and in 
1925, in recognition of his efforts for 
the British Legion, he was created 
Knight Commander, of the Order of the 
British Empire.

RUSSIAN REPORT ON 
MINSK 


The Red, Navy sank two German 
submarines@in the Baltic and one in 
the Black Sea on June 30, states a 
Red Army communiqué published this 
morning. 

The Soviet Information Bureau an- 
nounced :— 

‘* June 30—Our troops drove back 
the enemy, who yesterday launched an 
offensive* all along the Soviet-Finnish 
State border. Fierce clashes with the 
German troops are in progress in the 
Murmansk direction, where the enemy 
is suffering considerable losses. 

“In the Vilna-Dvinsk direction our 
forces are waging furious battles 
against enemy motorised units which 
are attempting to break through in a 
north-easterly direction. Our troops 
are countering the enemy’s numerica! 
superiority in this sector with stub- 
bornness and rapidity of maioeuvre. 
In the direction of Minsk and Barano- 
vitch our forces are waging a tenacious 
fight with the numerically superior 
mobile troops of the enemy, checking 
their advance at intermediate ‘posi- 
tions. 

“ Major tank engagements continue 
in the Rovno district, All the at- 
tempts of the enemy to break through 
to the east have been repulsed with 
heavy losses to the enemy. Fighting 
in this direction consisted in fierce tank 
clashes, as a result of which a con- 
siderable number of German tanks was 
destroyed. 

“On the Bessarabian sector of the 
front the enemy made another at- 
tempt to force the River Pruth, but 
was repulsed, suffering heavy losses, 
owing to the rapid and decisive action 
of our troops.” 

An Associated Press message says 
that the evacuation pf Lwow was 
acknowledged in the communique, 
which stated that forces in that area 
withdrew, owing to danger to their 
rear.

The Russian Mystery 


The mystery of the Russo-German war 
not only has not been elucidated by the 
latest reports from Berlin and Moscow ; it 
actually has become more difficult to 
understand. German and Russian bulletins 
continue to contradict each other not only 
in detail, but in essence, and the world is 
being left to draw its own conclusions from 
inadequate data. The most recent develop- 
ment in the political situation is interest- 
ing. , Yesterday it was announced that the 
French Government had decided to break 
off diplomatic relations with the Russians, 
on the ground that Soviet diplomatists 
have been engaging in action “ consti- 
tuting an attempt on public order and the 
safety of the State.” This decision was 
conveyed to the Russian Ambassador in 
Vichy by Admiral Darlan; and the 
Russian diplomatists are preparing to 
leave French soil. What, precisely, they 


drastic step by Marshal Pétain’s Govern- 
ment has not been stated. For the last 
twenty years Soviet representatives, not 
only in France, but all over the world, 
have been engaged in certain propagandist 
activities. Diplomatists of all nationalities 
have been guilty of similar activities ; 
otherwise they would not be fit to hold 
their jobs. The fact that the French 
Government has decided at this stage to 
take action against the Russians is sure to 
be interpreted in the United States and 
‘elsewhere as a proof of Vichy’s sub- 
servience to Berlin, particularly since, 
right up to the time of the Munich crisis 
of 1938, when the Soviets were snubbed 
by Messrs. Chamberlain and Daladier, one 
of the main planks of France's foreign 
policy was the Franco-Soviet pact, fathered 
by that exceedingly astute politician, 
Monsieur Pierre Laval. Now Germany 
has launched an attack on Russia, and 
France has severed her diplomatic relations 
with the Soviets. Whether or not this 
move will have any international reper- 
cussions remains to be seen; but it is 
manifest that France, who already has 
broken off diplomatic relations with Great 
Britain, is becoming more and more 
isolated from her former friends and 
allies. In her present circumstances, 
nobody can blame France for any political 
action that she may take. Her leaders 
must think primarily of their own people, 
of the millions of French prisoners who 
remain in German hands, and of the 
possibility that, at any moment, the whole 
metropolitan territory of France may be 
occupied. Vichy’s diplomatic breach with 
Moscow seems to be merely a logical 
development of Admiral Darlan’s policy of 
the maximum amount of “collabora- 
tion” with the Germans, consistent 
with the maintenance of an independent 
French State. Nobody outside France 
can have any idea of the appalling 
difficulties which confront those men 
who have been called in her hour of 
bitter defeat and humiliation to save what 
can be saved from the wreck of the French 
Republic. Nothing could be easier than to 
accuse those men of pusillanimity, even of 
cowardice; nothing could be harder than 
to undertake the task with which they 
were faced without warning just twelve 
months ago. 

In the meantime, Europe is waiting 
anxiously for authoritative news from the 
vast Russian front. There can be no 
doubt at all that Herr Hitler is trying 
to gain a speedy and final decision against 
the Soviets, in order, inter alia, that he 
may be able before the beginning of the 
winter either to induce Great Britain to 
agree to a negotiated peace—on Germany's 
terms—or to launch an offensive against 
her, free from all preoccupations in the 
East. The campaign against Russia has 
been in progress for more than a week. 
Twenty-five years ago that would have 
meant nothing. Offensives in the Jast war 
were measured in terms of months; but 
the innovation of the Blitzkrieg has 
brought about a complete change in 
military time-tables, and up to the present 
the Germans have been reckoning. their 
advances in days. Herr Hitler’s first 
comprehensive bulletin, issued on Sunday, 
made important, claims, which are stigma- 
tised by the Russians as “ boastful lies 
and manifest humbug.’’ The Moscow 
authorities, who seem to have waited to 
see what the Germans would say, declare 
that Herr Hitler’s great offensive has 
failed in its main objectives. According to 
them, the Germans had massed one 
hundred and seventy divisions on the 
Russian front. This vast army was not 
engaged during the early stages by Soviet 
regulars, with the result that Bialystok, 
Grodno, Brest-Litéwsk, Kaunas, and Vilna 
fell into German hands. The Russian 
report gives—as it assuredly is intended 
to give—the impression that the real fight- 
ing has not begun yet; and it asserts 
that the German thrust, to the south-east 
of Lublin, towards Kiev and the Ukraine, 
has been held up in the neighbourhood of 
Luck. In this area, we are informed, no 
fewer than four thousand tanks are 
engaged. What, if any, reliance can be 
placed on the Soviet communiqués we do 
not know; but, to some extent, they are 
borne out by the German reports, which 
speak of the “stiff resistance of Soviet 
forces, massed for attack,” and of 
“numerous enemy counter-atiacks.’’ The 
Germans also announce that “it seems 
doubtful whether the Soviet forces will 
be able much longer to halt the German 
advance in this sector, although picked 
Soviet troops are being used there.’’ In 
the North the. Germans claim to have 
surrounded large bodies of Russian troops, 
whose surrender, or annihilation, can be 
only a matter of days. The Russians, on 
the other hand, assert that German 
Panzerdivistonen, which have broken 
through the Minsk gap, have been cut off, 
and are “in an exceptionally grave 
position.”’ In the South the position is 
equally obscure. The Rumanians declare 
that Russian “spies and terrorist agents ”’ 
have been dropped by parachute behind 
the Rumanian lines in order to establish 
contact with “ Jewish Communists for the

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have been doing in France to justify this 


Ignas Jan Paderewski has died in the 
United States of America at the age of 80 
years. The world will remember him as a 
great pianist and composer. By his own 
people in Europe and America he will be 
remembered chiefly as a great Polish 
patriot. Fifty odd years ago Paderewski 
swept into fame as a musician who brought 
to the piano a brilliant and thoughtful 
and, at times, original conception of the 
pieces that he played. He scored notable 
triumphs in Vienna, in London, and in 
the United States; and when he first 
retired from the public platform, in 1900, 
his' reputation was firmly established and 
its future assured. On a number of 
occasions he had expressed by word and 
action his intense pride in being Polish 
and his ambition to see his country free 
from foreign rule; but, had it not been 
for the opportunity presented by the Great 
War of 1914-1918, he might have passed 
into history solely as a musician. Already 
he had proclaimed to the Poles in America 
that “the vision of a strong and inde- 
pendent Poland always has been the lode- 
star of my life’’; and he had been one of 
those who resented most bitterly the 
attempts from 1905 onward to exterminate 
the Polish element in part of his country. 
His presentation to Cracow of a memorial 
on the 500th anniversary of Grinwald’s 
victory over the Teutonic knights probably 
was an outcome of that indignation. In 
1915 he became closely associated with 
the committee of assistance for victims of 
the war in Poland, which had been formed 
in Switzerland. His great practical work 
for that committee was the giving of 


concerts, by which enormous sums of 
money were raised, for four years in 
America. He helped to :. “if the Polish 


army which trained ‘anada in the 
closing stages of the war, and when peace 
came he crossed to Warsaw, to become 
Prime Minister and Minister for Foreign 
Affairs in the new Polish Government. 
Patriotism abroad, however, as many 
Irishmen have discovered, is a very 
different thing from patriotism at home. 
Patriots abroad seem to have everything 
in common; patriots at home 
tantalising questions of ways and means, 
and even ends, to drive them into rival 
camps. So Paderewski found it to be in 
Poland. He resigned from the Govern- 
ment because he found it impossible to 
make national unity a reality, though he 
continued to represent his country at the 
Conference of Ambassadors and the League 
of Nations till, in 1921, he. abandoned 
politics and retired to his estate in Call- 
fornia. Subsequently he returned to the 
concert platform, but until the present war 
started: he took little further part in 
Polish politics at home or abroad. When 
he left his country the differences between 
himself and Marshal Pilsudski had reached 
a serious breach. Happily the two greatest 
Polish patriots of the century had made 
some sort of reconciliation before death 
took the Marshal. It is impossible to 
consider Paderewski’s record as a states- 
man apart from tie history of Poland 
from 1919 up to 1939. The re-created 
State was faced with enormous difficulties, 
and the victory against the Bolsheviks in 
the Battle of the Vistula solved only one 
of them. Its land, labour, economic and 
religious problems make those which faced 
the Irish Free State in its early years seem 
insignificant in comparison. From a 
personal point of view Paderewski may 
have done right to “wash his hands ” of 
them, but his independence of existing 
political groups might have made him a 
strong force in trying to find solutions for 
his country’s ills. On the other hand, his 
fervent and unselfish patriotism may not 
in itself have qualified him for the tasks 
of statesmanship. Nothing within his 
power, however, could have saved his 
country from the plight in which she finds 
herself to-day. The old man's last 
thoughts of his beloved Poland cannot 
have stirred within him any strong desire 
for longer life.

Rationed Clothes 


The recent rationing of clothes in Great 
Britain has made the people of that 
country a great deal more ‘‘clothes- 
conscious’’ than they used to be. People 
| who never used to think about clothes now 
are carefully working out how best to 
utilise their coupons, while men who 
normally never would buy a new suit 
until the old one had become too shabby 
to wear any longer, are planning their 
sartorial shopping visits carefully before- 
hand. As a result of recent legislation, 
there is not a great deal of profiteering in 
the matter of second-hand clothes, but the 
people are finding that there are many 
ways of eking out their meagre allowance. 
At present, of course, the weather is 
sufficiently warm to enable people to wear 
a minimum of clothes, and, no doubt, 
most of them have decided that, rather 
than invest in the customary light and 
fashionable summer clothes, they will 
wear their old clothes and save their 
coupons to buy an extra pair of ‘‘ winter- 
combs.’’ or the fashionable equivalent, 
should the winter happen to be severe. 
Hosiery, however, is causing a certain 
amount of trouble. Under normal con- 
ditions, women constantly are buying new 
pairs of stockings, and men probably buy 
socks more frequently than any other 
article of clothing. The number of coupons 
required to buy hosiery is not very large, 
but, nevertheless, the constant repetition 
of an order for stockings over a year would 
soon swell the number. In an attempt to 
solve this little difficulty, some people in 
Britain have been experimenting with 
tatooed socks and stockings. According 
to a report in the Sunday Chronicle, Mr. 
G. Burchell, a London tatooist, seems to 
be doing a roaring trade in this line. His 
first client was a man who called one day 
with the unexpected order for ‘‘a pair of 
ankle-socks,”’ which were to be painted on
